Eighteen grand-children and 
six great grand children are left 
to reverence the memory of 
their beloved grand-mother, 
whilst numerous other relatives 
and friends mourn thier loss. 

During the last few years Mrs. 
Wilson made her home with her 
daughter, and everything that 
could make her last days the 
happiest ones, was done by her 
relatives. 

She first united with the Bap- 
tist, but later with the Christian 
Church and was a member pi 
that church at the time of her 
death. 

She had a cheerful, sunny dis- 
position; never complained of 
any trials or troubles, and ex- 
emplified her Ohiristian spirit in 
her daily life, which was an in- 
spiration to many. 

It would be vain to attempt to 
portray with words the good that 
was done by her examples. As 
a mother, Shfl was good, gentle 
and kind; as a grand-mother, 
she was tender, loving and sym- 
pathetic.

The 
nursing prolonged her life many, 
days but on the evening of the 
10th, jnstas the clock struck nine 
life's dickering flame went out. 

She passed from eartli as calm- 
ly and as sweetly as the close of 
a summer day. 

She had been a member of the 
Christian church for many years 
and died in the t riumphs of a no- 
ble, christian faith. She was 
deeply interested in the cause of 
Missions, and was t he oldest mem 
her of the Christian Woman's 
Board of Missions, in this place. 
We recall now how faithfully and 
cheerfully she worked, last March 
preparing for the Faster offering 
and hers was the largest ottering 
sent by one woman from this 
auxiliary. 

In many respects Mrs. Wilson 
was a remarkable woman, but 
one of the most beautiful traits 
in her character, w as her implic- 
it faith in God, and her sweet, 
cheerful disposition, which re- 
flected its sunshine upon all who 
came in contact with her..
